At the forefront of a lot of parents’ 
minds, and certainly an active topic 
in the media, 1s cyber safety. Every 
student at their first year group 
meeting viewed a Digital Safety 
presentation, a copy of which has 
been placed in the Parent Portal so 
that you can view the introductory 
message given to students and 

the links that they can use for 
support. Year Advisors have also 
been working with resources on 
the e-safety Commissioner site, to 
continue to inform students about 


their rights and responsibilities and 
what constitutes criminal activities 
in terms of usage of social media. 
Many students are surprised about 
what they are allowed and not 
allowed to do as part of Digital 
Citizenship, as they come to terms 
with harnessing the power and 
recognising the potential risks of 
using this resource. 


We recognise that many parents 

are ‘navigating unchartered waters’ 
in managing the use of devices at 
home, quite often with children 
who have had use of a device 

since they were 18 months of age, 
where parents controlled what 

was used and purchased. This 1s 
particularly difficult when children 
in the families sometimes range 
from pre-schoolers to university 
students.

Our Year 12 students 
are working away on their respective 
modules and preparing to submit 
their second assessment tasks (due 
Monday 16 March for both courses). 
Being almost at the halfway point 

of the Year 12 course, it is strongly 
advised that students begin to collate 
study notes for course content to 
date and ensure that they are familiar 
with all texts and concepts studied 
so far. If there are any questions, 
please ask your English teacher 
sooner rather than later. 


Year 11 have had a great start to 
their senior studies, with students 
working diligently on their first 
module: Reading to Write. We 

are impressed with the early 
demonstrations of commitment 
across the courses and hope that this 
trend continues as the year goes on. 


Year 10 have begun exploring their 
poetry unit, ‘Poetry that Shaped the 


World’. This has involved exploring 
the issues of the world through 
poetry, both in today’s society and 
in the past. Students have also been 
invited to participate in the Passion 
Project, an initiative to prepare 
students for the demands of English 
Advanced in Year 11, should they 
wish to undertake the course. More 
information for parents and carers 
will available shortly. 


For Year 9, the students have been 
exploring the idea of gender in 
society and texts, as well as studying 
a Shakespearean play through this 
lens. We highly anticipate their 
presentations which will take place 
later in the term. Year 8 have been 
exploring the topic of Villains 

and how they are presented in a 
variety of texts. Their first task is a 
narrative, so it is a great opportunity 
for the boys to get creative! 


Last but not least, a heartfelt 
welcome to our new Year 7 students, 
who have made a great start to their 
high schooling years! We have the 
Year 7 students in our classrooms for 
Home Room each morning and they 
are on time and in uniform, ready 

to learn each day. In English, they 
are learning about heroes and the 
reasons why they can be considered 
heroic.

Welcome from HT Teaching and 
Learning 


With 2020 underway I am happy 

to say welcome back to everyone, 
and am introducing myself in my 
new role. As the new Head Teacher 
of Learning Support, I have several 
areas of responsibility that will assist 
students in their learning, as well 

as the professional development of 
staff. Chief among these is managing 
the Learning Support Team, which 
consists of our new English as an 
Additional Language/Dialect teacher 
Ms Semerci, our Learning and 
Support teachers Ms Josan and Mr 
Dibbs, Careers Advisor Mr Hodges, 
and School Counsellors Ms Del 
Duca and Mr Tse. The Learning 
Support Team is responsible for 
providing support to students in a 
variety of ways, including in their 
study skills, transition to life beyond 
school, and language development. 
The Learning Support Team also 
works with our Welfare Team and 
entire school staff to address student 
needs in multiple ways. 


Further to this, another area I am 
overseeing is the National Minimum 
Standards Tests. All students are 
required to achieve a Level 3 

or Level 4 result across tests in 
Reading, Writing and Numeracy. 


NESA has determined that students 
who do not meet these requirements 
will not receive a HSC. Students in 
Year 12 in 2020 had the opportunity 
to achieve a Level 3 or 4 equivalent 
in their Year 9 NAPLAN, while 

all students in Years 11 or below 
must sit the tests regardless of their 
NAPLAN results. More information 
about these tests can be found at 
https://educationstandards.nsw.

Again, our boys achieved 
amazing results in the 2019 HSC 
Mathematics courses! 


In the Mathematics Extension 2 
course, all of our students have 
achieved a Notional Band 6. Ajay 
Arudselvam ranked first in this 
course, gaining 92 as his HSC 
mark, followed closely by Farhan 
Mostafa with a mark of 91. These 
are outstanding results for the fifth 
year that the Mathematics Extension 
2 course has been offered at 
Blacktown Boys’ High School.

TEXTBOOKS 


Like previous years, students in 
Year 7 — 10 will use the Cambridge 
Mathematics textbook in class. 
Students will not be issued with 

an individual textbook but will 
need to bring in a USB drive at the 
beginning of this term to get an 
electronic copy of their textbook in 
order to complete homework and 
any extra study to improve their 
results. 


If access to a computer at home is an 
issue, please contact Mrs Chirgwin 
as soon as possible to make 
alternative arrangements. 


CALCULATORS 


It is extremely crucial that every 
student have their own calculator 
and they bring their calculator to 
each lesson. We recommend the 
CASIO FX82 Plus I or CASIO 
FX100, as they are NESA approved 
calculators. Students will need 
NESA approved calculators for 
NAPLAN and HSC examinations. 
Having their own calculator and 
practising the functions regularly 
helps students to build their fluency, 
and improve their ability to respond 
to problems quickly. 


NESA does NOT accept mobile 
phones as calculators for NAPLAN 


and HSC examinations and the 
Mathematics Faculty at Blacktown 
Boys High School will also follow 
the same requirements to make sure 
your sons are prepared for these 
important examinations. 


HOMEWORK AND GOOGLE 
CLASSROOM 


Students will have Mathematics 
homework after almost every lesson. 
This usually consists of individual 
practice including the completion 
of exercises from the textbook or 
worksheets. Some teachers may 
keep the record of homework 

on Google Classroom, and other 
resources may also be uploaded 
on there. This is a virtual learning 
space where students can work 
collaboratively. 


It 1s important that students attempt 
homework every day. Homework 
helps students to review and 
consolidate their understanding of 
the concepts taught in class. It is 
also a great self-assessment tool 
for students so they can identify 
their own areas of weakness. We 
encourage your sons to seek help 
from their teacher with any issues 
from their homework. 


ASSESSMENT TASKS 


All formal assessment tasks will 

be notified with an assessment task 
notification which would be given 
out at least 2 weeks prior to the due 
date of the task. 


Parents can help the students prepare 
for each assessment task by: 


¢ Ensuring that all homework 1s 
up to date 


¢ Seeking help from the teacher 


¢ Promoting a regular study and 
revision regime at home 


¢ Encouraging thorough revision 
before the assessment task 


¢ Being vigilant about attendance 
so that your son doesn’t miss out 
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on essential information 


¢ Ensuring that students bring all 
necessary equipment including a 
NESA approved calculator to the 
assessment task 


Year 12 students are already well 
into their courses with most of their 
first assessment tasks completed 

in Term 4 last year. The next HSC 
assessment task for most courses 
will be in the second half of Term 1. 


MATHEMATICS PEER 
TUTORING 


Maths Peer Tutoring Program 

is running again this year. This 
program is dedicated to helping 

our Year 7 to Year 10 students. 

It is running every Tuesday and 
Thursday recess and lunchtime. 
Year 11 and 12 Mathematics student 
leaders have volunteered their time 
to be the tutors. The feedback from 
our students in the last two years 

has been really positive. If you think 
your son would benefit from joining 
this program, please ask them to see 
Mrs Chirgwin or Miss Alfonso in the 
Mathematics faculty.

Our 
Principal, Mr Addy addressed the 
meeting and spoke to the students 
about three awards that will be given 
to Year 10 students at the end of 
the year at our annual ‘Presentation 
Evening’. Each award comes with 
$1,000 that the students can use 
towards paying for educational 
needs. The three awards are: 


1. High Achiever’s Award 


This award is given to the best 
performing academic student over 
the course of the year. 


2. Most Improved Award 


This award is given to the student 
who makes the most significant 
improvement from Year 9 to Year 
10. 


3. Blacktown Boy Award 


This award is given to a student 
who exemplifies all the values of 

a student at ‘Blacktown Boys’ and 
displays our core school values at all 
times. 


The students were given a 
presentation on ‘Cyberbullying’ 
which is becoming a more 
prevalent issue in today’s society 
with the number of people using 
various social media platforms to 
communicate and post images. For 
advice on helping your children 
maintain a safer, more positive 
experience online you can visit the 
website esafety.gov.au . This is an 
excellent resource that contains 
valuable information for both 
parents and students. Click on the

information on the issues that can 
potentially impact our students. 


Fundamentals to Success 


I have spoken to the cohort 
previously on these issues but I think 
it is important to remind them once 
again on the things they can all do 

to ensure the best possible learning 
outcomes are being achieved: 


a) Attendance — It is no secret 

that a high rate of attendance leads 
to better results. Students should 
attend school every day unless they 
are genuinely unwell or have a 
legitimate reason for not attending 
school. 


b) Timetables — Each student has 
been issued with a timetable. I have 
encouraged all students to take an 
image of their timetables and store 
them on their phones. There is no 
excuse for not having a timetable. 
New timetables can be obtained 
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from the front office if required. 


c) Prepared for lessons — This 
includes having the equipment 
required for the lesson, coming to 
class with an attitude to learn, and 
leaving the classroom with more 
knowledge than before you walked 
in. 


d) Technology Policy — Mobile 
phones and other devices have 
become an embedded part of most 
of our lives. Students need to 

ensure that these devices are not 
compromising their attention span 
in class or contravening the school 
policy which can lead to disciplinary 
action. Devices should not be used 
during class time. 


Assessment Booklets 


All students were issued with 
‘Assessment Booklets’ which is an 
important document that I encourage 
all parents to read. The booklet 
contains the relevant assessment task 
dates and their value for each Year 
10 course. There is also essential 
information on the procedures and 
policies that must be adhered to if 
absent on the date an assessment 
task is due or if course requirements 
are not met.
